GREETINGS, 

Fellow  North  Carolinians: 


In  extending  to  you  an  invitation  to  attend  and  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
100th  North  Carolina  State  Fair  during  the  week  of  October  9  through  14,  we 
feel  that  a  brief  review  of  some  of  the  history  of  this  institution  will  add  to 
your  interest. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  next  several  pages  and  to  the  inserted  premium 
list  of  the  1855  Fair.   We  regret  that  we  were  unable  to  secure  a  copy  of  the 
first  Fair  of  1853  to  reproduce  with  this  publication. 

This  book  and  its  contents  reflects  the  growth  of  the  Fair  as  compared  with  the 
earlier  premium  list  and  awards,  even  as  the  Fair  itself  reflects,  and  oftentimes 
predicts,  the  remarkable  changes  and  growth  of  our  State  and  its  people. 

In  the  earliest  years,  crowds  of  several  thousand  attending  within  a  day's  time 
about  equals  the  total  number  of  those  employed  in  the  various  operations  of 
today's  fair. 

Then  there  were  several  hundred  exhibits.   Last  year  there  were  over  12,000 
exhibits  entered  by  some  2,500  exhibitors,  coming  from  95  of  the  State's  100 
counties  and  10  neighboring  states. 

With  a  number  of  revised  competitive  schedules  and  two  greatly  enlarged  and 
improved  departments  this  year,  we  hope  that  there  will  be  many  more  entering 
their  handiwork,  crafts,  crops  and  animals  to  compete  for  the  largest  premium 
money  offering  (over  $70,000)  in  the  history  of  the  Fair. 

Plan  now  to  exhibit  at  the  100th  Fair,  and  plan  now  to  be  among  the  happy  throng 
of  Tar  Heels  visiting  with  us  on  one  or  more  days  of  your  State's  Biggest  Show 
this  October.

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The  One  Hundred  Fairs  of  Progress 
1853  through  1967 

Should  the  North  Carolina  State  Fair  have  been  produced  annually 
since  it  was  established  in  1853,  the  fair  in  1967  would  be  the  115th 
edition.  However,  during  certain  war  years,  and  several  years  of  financial 
uncertainty  on  the  part  of  the  sponsoring  group,  some  fifteen  years  have 
been  passed  without  a  State  Fair. 

The  Agricultural  Society  of  North  Carolina  founded  the  State  Fair 
and  served  as  its  sponsor,  producer  and  financial  advisor-supplier  from 
1853  through  1927,  and  for  the  following  ten  years  worked  with  the  State 
and  City  Governments  in  its  production. 

The  Society  itself  was  founded  in  1818,  in  Raleigh.  Its  constitution  was 
published  the  following  year  by  J.  Gales,  who  was  a  newspaperman  and 
public  printer,  who  had  founded  and  published  The  Raleigh  Register  since 
1799. 

Among  the  major  objectives  of  the  Society  was  the  collecting,  preserving 
and  distributing  of  information  regarding  better  farming  practices.  It  was 
planned,  then,  to  offer  premiums  of  cups,  silver  plate  and  money  to  farmers 
who  developed  better  methods  and  practices  for  crop  improvement,  or 
designed  and  built  more  effective  implements  for  planting,  cultivating  and 
harvesting  of  crops. 

One  of  the  earliest  resolutions  approved  by  the  Society  was  that  the 
Society  sponsor  a  "cattle  shew  and  an  exhibition  of  domestic  manufactures." 

However,  the  earlier  awards  were  presented  after  judging  was  done  at 
the  farm,  and  it  is  presumed  that  there  was  a  board  of  visiting  or  traveling 
judges  who  viewed  the  animals,  crops  and  produce  actually  on  the  farm 
lands  or  in  the  barns  of  the  individual  landowners. 

The  Society  also  encouraged  exchange  of  farm  and  crop  information 
among  the  states,  and  apparently  was  active  in  the  establishment  of  the 
first  Board  of  Agriculture  which  was  named  in  1819.  This  exchange 
of  information  within  the  state  and  between  the  various  states  was  to  be 
a  part  of  the  Board's  duties. 

The  Society  wielded  considerable  influence  throughout  the  state  over 
the  years,  and  attracted  industrialists  and  government  leaders,  lawyers 
and  teachers  to  its  membership  along  with  the  landowners  and  farm 
produce  merchants. 

It  was  incorporated  in  1852,  and  almost  immediately  undertook  the 
production  of  a  State  Fair  to  further  its  work  in  spreading  constructive 
and  helpful  agricultural  information. 

The  first  fairgrounds  was  a  16-acre  site,  10  blocks  east  of  the  Capitol  on 
the  Multicaulis  lot,  now  occupied  in  part  by  the  Motor  Vehicles  Building. 
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Hargett  Street  was  then  the  principal  thoroughfare  to  the  east  and  the 
City  Commissioners  were  importuned  to  repair  and  recondition  it  for 
Fairweek. 

The  display  materials  from  Plymouth  and  Washington  County  were 
transported  by  boat  on  "Blackwater"  .  .  .  presumably  up  the  Neuse  to  the 
Falls.  Much  other  exhibit  materials  and  livestock  came  by  rail.  All  were 
transported  free  of  charge. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Holt  of  Lexington  exhibited  22  head  of  fine  Devon  cattle. 
A  major  attraction  was  the  celebrated  "Carolina  Twins",  born  in 
Columbus  County  (N.  C.)  and  joined  at  the  back  by  the  union  of  two 
spines.  Commercial  exhibits  included  William  R.  Palmer's  threshing  ma- 
chine, grain  reapers  from  Illinois,  and  cotton  gins  from  Georgia. 

In  1873,  the  State  Fair  was  held  at  the  new  fairgrounds,  located  one  and 
one-quarter  miles  west  of  the  Raleigh  city  limits  on  "Cook's  Hill." 
This  site  is  now  the  area  about  the  Raleigh  Little  Theatre,  across  Hills- 
borough street  from  State  University. 

In  1884,  some  counties  had  special  industrial-agricultural  exhibits  at 
the  month-long  North  Carolina  Exposition.  This  was  a  special  promotion 
by  W.  S.  Primrose  of  Raleigh  and  H.  E.  Fries  of  Winston-Salem  and 
took  the  place  of  State  Fair  for  the  year. 

The  buildings  were  lighted  by  electricity  and  the  grounds  were  open 
two  nights  per  week  for  a  month.  Gold  medals  were  awarded  as  follows: 
Forsyth  County  for  county  exhibit;  John  T.  Patrick  (Raleigh)  for  best 
products  from  any  one  farm;  Mrs.  Sue  Ellis  (Kittrells)  for  best  display 
of  ladies  work;  Leaksville  Cotton  and  Woolen  Mills  for  best  display  of 
manufactured    goods. 

In  1895,  chicken  incubators  were  of  great  interest,  "with  young  chickens 
now  positively  being  manufactured  by  a  kerosene  lamp."  In  1895,  also 
came  the  first  "Big  Thursday",  which  in  later  years  was  the  day  of  the 
Carolina-A&M  football  game  and  the  "big"  day  of  the  fair  for  many 
years,  until  a  too-spirited  rowdyness  forced  the  cancellation  of  the  athletic 
competition  as  a  part  of  the  fair  (about  1926).  "Millie-Christine  as  the 
celebrated  Carolina  Twins  are  now  known,  returned  in  this  year  and 
featured  ballyhoo  called  attention  to  the  two  distinct  voices,  one  being 
soprano  and  the  other  alto  in  pitch. 

A  great  reunion  of  Confederate  Veterans  was  an  event  of  the  1903  Fair. 
In  1905  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  was  a  speaker.  Speaking  was  a  big 
event  of  this  era.  In  1907,  William  Jennings  Bryan  spoke  for  two  hours 
on  "The  Average  Man."  There  was  a  crowd  of  some  35,000,  according  to 
newspapers  of  the  day.  Agricultural  exhibits  included  an  89  pound 
watermelon,  a  134  pound  pumpkin  and  an  ear  of  corn  13 %  inches  long; 
a  cream  separator  and  a  milk  tester,  a  double  parachute  jump  and  a 
basketball  game  made  up  some  of  the  other  attractions  of  note. 

The  first  airplane  came  to  the  fair  in  1910  flown  by  Ely  and  McCurdy. 
DeLloyd  Thompson  did  loops  and  flew  upside  down  in  1914  and  a  Captain

Worden   demonstrated   modern   warfare   with    a   drop   of   aerial   bombs    as 
was  being  done  in  France  then  during  World  War  One. 

Mrs.  George  K.  Vanderbilt  was  president  of  the  Agricultural  Society  in 
1925  and  introduced  a  Society  Horse  Show,  with  hunters,  jumpers,  three- 
and  five-gaited  saddle  horses  and  harness  horses   and   ponies. 

Lucky  Teeter  brought  the  Thrill  Show  to  the  1936  fair.  In  1937  the  fair 
became  a  function  of  state  government  with  Dr.  J.  S.  "Doc"  Dorton  as 
manager  of  the  new  division  of  the  N.  C.  Department  of  Agriculture,  ful- 
filling a  campaign  promise  by  W.  Kerr  Scott  in  seeking  the  office  of 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 

The  James  E.  Strates  Shows  played  their  first  State  Fair  in  1948,  and 
President  Harry  Truman  was  the  opening  day  speaker.  Here,  it  is  said, 
he  turned  the  tide  of  his  faltering  campaign  and  was  re-elected  a  month 
later.  The  first  State  Fair  Folk  Festival  was  held  by  Bascom  Lamar 
Lunsford,  "The  Minstrel  from  Turkey  Creek." 

The  fair  inherited  the  old  highway  shops  buildings  [which  in  turn  had 
inherited  some  of  them  from  WWI  Camp  Polk]  in  1952,  and  emphasized 
their  incongruity  and  disshevelment  by  putting  into  partial  use  the  now- 
world-famous  Nowicki-designed  livestock  judging  pavilion,  The  J.  S. 
Dorton  Arena.  The  same  year  over  225,000  fairgoers  were  clocked  into 
the  "Elsie  the  Cow"  display. 

By  1957,  despite  the  lack  of  modern  display  buildings,  the  North  Carolina 
State  Fair  laid  claim  to  the  title  of  "The  Nation's  No.  1  Five-Day 
Exposition."  Premium  monies,  attendance,  excellence  and  quality  of  ex- 
hibits and  livestock  shows,  variety  of  entertainment  and  the  love  and 
esteem  in  which  the  Fair  is  held  by  the  good  folk  of  Tar  Heelia  all  were 
credited  by  its  nationally  known  manager,  "Mr.  State  Fair  Dorton"  for 
the  steady  growth  of  the  fair. 

The  50th  Anniversary  of  4-H  was  commemorated  by  the  1959  Fair 
when  the  founding  of  the  first  Corn  Club  at  Ahoskie  (1909)  was  honored. 
Tribute  was  paid  to  the  1%  million  North  Carolinians  and  the  untold 
additional  millions  from  other  states  who  have  followed  the  12  boys  banded 
together  by  Dean  I.  O.  Schaub  and  County  Agent  T.  E.  Browne.  The 
state's  Nurserymen  and  Flower  Growers  built  the  major  exhibits  which  led 
to  establishment  of  the  Southeastern  Flower  and  Garden   Show. 

The  Press  Association  and  the  Association  of  Broadcasters  provided 
the  theme  displays  of  1960,  and  North  Carolina  State  was  saluted  on 
occasion  of  its  Diamond  Jubilee  and  the  Centennial  of  the  Land-Grant 
institutions  in  1961.  It  was  in  April  of  this  year  that  Dr.  Dorton  died  and 
Agriculture  Commissioner  L.  Y.  Ballentine  assumed  management  of  the 
fair  until  his  death  in  July  1964.  An  assistant  manager  of  the  fair  for 
many  years,  Robert  W.  Shoffner  completed  the  production  of  1964's  fair, 
and  the  present  manager,  Arthur  K.  Pitzer  was  named  in  January  1965. 
Expanding  over  the  years  since  it  came  under  management  of  the  state, 
the  fair  has  told  interesting  and  graphically-real  the  stories  of  much 
of  the  state's  agri-business.

These  extensive  theme  displays  have  related  the  impact  on  and  the 
importance  of  such  crops  as  cotton,  tobacco,  dairying,  food  meats,  poultry, 
field  and  horticultural  crops,  the  shrubbery  and  cutflower  industry  to  our 
state's  economy.  Around  the  themes  of  Miracle  of  the  Forest,  Food  and  the 
Future,  4-H,  Education  .  .  .  Key  to  Progress,  North  Carolina-A  Good 
Place  to  Live,  Work  and  Play;  Conservation  is  Everyone's  Concern  .  .  . 
there  have  been  built  impressive  and  informative  displays  which  have 
attracted    wide    interest. 

The  Food  Festival  of  1966  was  a  tremendous  commentary  on  the 
growth  of  the  food  processing  and  marketing  industry  of  the  state.  This 
series  is  being  enlarged  and  improved  for  1967. 

The  barrow  and  market  steer  shows  with  their  accompanying  displays 
of  the  choice  cuts  of  meats  from  the  carcass  animals  are  an  educational 
feature  of  prime  importance  to  every  housewife.  Even  as  the  new  Wildlife 
Zoo  of  last  year  is  improved  and  enlarged  for  this  year,  the  demand  for  an 
enlarged  Barnyard  Zoo  for  1967  is  being  complied  with  to  add  further  to 
the  many  worthwhile  features  of  genuine  interest  which  are  presented 
without  charge  beyond  the  small  gate  admission. 

Over  recent  years,  probably  the  two  most  absorbing  features  of  the 
fair  have  been  the  practicing  artists  of  the  Village  of  Yesteryear  who 
are  producing  new,  and  copies  of  old  handicrafted  household  implements 
and  decorations  .  .  .  and,  the  folk  songs,  dances  and  music  of  the  State 
Fair  Folk  Festival.  The  latter  was  begun  by  Bascom  Lamar  Lunsford 
in  1948,  and  has  contributed  greatly  to  the  revival  of  interest  and  par- 
ticipation of  these  folksy  community  entertainments  through  the  Southland. 

In  the  past  years  a  number  of  old  household  appliances  and  farm  imple- 
ments, many  are  fifty  years  old  or  more  while  others  are  up  to  200  years 
of  age,  have  been  given  to  the  Fair. 

In  recent  months  we  have  begun  a  restoration  project,  which  we  hope 
will  result  in  most  all  of  these  items  being  restored  to  their  original  or 
near-original  condition  for  the  fairgoers  to  see  how  they  were  operated. 

In  the  coming  years,  we  would  like  to  see  established  here  on  the  Fair- 
grounds a  reconstructed  village,  or  community  center,  with  the  little  school- 
house  and  community  church  as  its  center.  The  various  stores  and  shops 
of  the  18th  and  19th  centuries  equipped  as  our  grandparents  and  great- 
grandparents  knew  them  should  be  grouped  here  also. 

There  are  yet  stored  throughout  the  state  relics  from  the  old-timey 
drug  store,  the  blacksmith  shop,  the  old  Opera  House,  and  many  household 
articles  which  a  very  large  part  of  today's  citizens  have  never  seen. 

Before  they  disappear  many  of  these  items  should  be  acquired  by  the 
Fair  for  equipping  the  old  village,  as  accurately  as  possible,  as  a  museum 
for  today's  generations  to  visit  to  see  how  our  ancesters  lived  and  worked 
and  played.  This  old  village  should  be  a  part  of  a  plan,  a  comprehensive 
plan  for  the  land-use  of  the  state's  property  in  the  vicinity  of  State 
Fairgrounds. 
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An  overall  plan  of  development  of  the  Fairgrounds,  for  all  year-round 
use  by  the  people  of  the  State  needs  be  drawn.  It  should  consider,  the 
non-fairtime  usage  for  the  benefit  of  the  students  in  school  in  the  area 
encompassing  Wake,  Durham  and  Orange  counties.  Too,  it  should  extend 
this  usage  to  benefit  those  thousands  of  secondary  school  students  who 
come  to  Raleigh  each  year  from  all  the  100  counties  of  the  state,  for  their 
indoctrination  trip  in  our  state's  history  and  government.  Too,  here  on  the 
Fairgrounds  there  should  be  a  comprehensive  exhibit,  possibly  arranged 
for  the  annual  Fair  each  year  but  planned  to  be  on  continuous  display 
throughout  the  year  so  that  North  Carolinians  could  see  in  compact  form 
the  advantages  offered  by  each  county  and  city  of  the  state.  And,  those 
out-of-state  people  visiting  Raleigh  could  pay  a  brief  visit  to  each  of 
the  100  counties,  their  scenic  spots,  their  industries  and  their  historic 
places  and  correlate  them  into  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the  greatness  of 
this  wonderful  place  to  live,  work  and  play  .  .  .  North  Carolina. 

Such  an  exhibit  could  picture  the  North  Carolina  of  Today  even  as 
the  Old  Village  would  tell  the  story  of  our  Past.  Too,  such  an  exhibit 
would  be  a  great  tool  through  the  use  of  which  our  development  groups 
could  indoctrinate  those  industrialists  seeking  locations  for  new  plant  sites 
in  a  preliminary  manner  so  that  the  more  suitable  spots  only  would  have 
to  be  visited  in  person. 

In  these  fields  the  State  Fair  can  serve  as  a  store  house  of  the  finer 
things  of  a  past  age,  and  as  a  light  house  to  aid  in  charting  the  way  of 
progress  in  the  coming  100  years  .  .  .  even  as  it  has  borne  the  banner  of 
progress  and  enlightenment  across  the  years  since  1853. 
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Information  And  General  Rules 
For  Exhibitors  And  Patrons 

Exhibitors  and  patrons  are  sincerely  requested  to  make  constructive 
criticisms  and  offer  helpful  suggestions  toward  bettering  any  part  or  de- 
partment of  this,  YOUR  STATE  FAIR. 

Please  report  any  discourtesies  by  gatemen,  concessionaires,  showmen, 
or  others  connected  with  the  Fair.  If,  for  any  reason,  there  is  a  misunder- 
standing about  admission  at  gates  or  elsewhere,  please  pay  the  admission 
price  asked,  take  a  receipt  for  same,  and  come  direct  to  the  Manager's 
office.  Please  do  not  block  traffic  and  delay  others  by  prolonged  arguments 
with  ticket-sellers,  gatemen  and  ticket-takers  who  are  working  on  strict 
orders  from  the  management  and  are  not  allowed  to  vary  from  them. 

Concessions  and  attractions  are  granted  privileges  on  the  grounds  to 
supply  the  necessary  wants,  comforts,  conveniences  and  pleasures  of  the 
patrons.  The  management  will  not  accept  or  knowingly  allow  the  con- 
tinuance of  any  concession,  show  or  other  attraction  of  a  questionable 
nature  or  a  demoralizing  tendency,  nor  will  any  concession  be  permitted 
where  the  business  is  conducted  in  other  than  a  legitimate  and  legal  manner. 

Drunkenness,  quarreling,  or  the  use  of  profane  or  obscene  language  will 
not  be  allowed  on  the  grounds.  No  begging  will  be  permitted. 

No  peddling,  hawking  or  selling  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  in  the  build- 
ings or  on  the  grounds  except  by  special  license  obtained  from  the  Manager. 

All  dining  halls,  lunch  stands,  refreshment  booths,  and  other  places  dis- 
pensing food  and  beverage  must  be  substantial  in  structure  and  neat  in 
appearance.  They  must  meet  all  health  regulations  and  must  sell  only 
good,  wholesome  food  and  pure  honest  goods  at  reasonable  prices  which 
must  be  approved  by  the  Fair  management  and  displayed  in  a  prominent 
place. 

Parties  owning  buildings  upon  the  State  Fair  grounds  must  notify  the 
manager  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Fair  as  to  whether 
they  desire  to  occupy  the  same  or  not,  and  if  so,  make  arrangements  with 
the  superintendent  of  the  department  for  such  occupancy.  Failure  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  rule  will  cause  the  forfeiture  of  the  use  of 
such  building  or  buildings  to  the  Fair  management. 

Any  party  or  parties,  firm  or  corporation  owning  buildings  or  material 
upon  the  State  Fair  grounds  without  lease,  or  whose  lease  has  expired, 
who  shall  fail  to  remove  same  upon  order  of  the  manager  within  the  time 
specified,  shall  forfeit  all  claim  thereto,  and  the  Fair  management  may 
take  charge  of  and  remove  same,  charging  expense  attached  thereto  to  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  which  expense  or  claim  must  be  paid  before  ma- 
terial is  released  to  the  owner. 

The  management  of  the  State  Fair  reserves  the  right  to  amend,  add  to 
and  interpret  the  foregoing  and  following  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  to 
arbitrarily  settle  and  determine  all  questions  and  differences  in  regard 
thereto,  or  otherwise  arising  out  of,  connected  with,  or  incident  to  the  Fair. 
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In  the  event  of  conflict  between  the  General  Rules  and  the  special  rules 
which  appear  as  headnotes  of  the  various  divisions  and  departments  of  the 
Fair,  the  latter  will  take  precedence. 

Disregard  of  any  rule,  or  misrepresentation  on  the  part  of  the  exhibitor, 
concessionaire  or  patrons  will  forfeit  all  premiums  won,  privileges  granted, 
fees  paid,  and  rights  to  further  participation  in  the  Fair. 

SERVICES 

The  Southern  Bell  Telephone  Company  will  maintain  complete  service 
and  toll  stations  at  convenient  points  on  the  Fairgrounds. 

An  Information  Bureau  and  office  for  reporting  and  recovery  of  lost  and 
found  articles  will  be  maintained  on  the  State  Fairgrounds.  This  service 
is  free  and  will  be  cheerfully  given.  Please  do  not  ask  for  the  use  of  the 
Public  Address  System  to  locate  "lost"  persons  except  small  children  and  in 
emergencies,  or  where  school  bus  drivers  and  other  group  leaders  desire  to 
announce  departure  times. 

An  office  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  representatives  of  the  Press,  and 
Radio  and  Television  Stations,  will  be  maintained  with  telephones,  type- 
writers, and  other  facilities.  It  will  be  a  pleasure  to  supply  authentic  in- 
formation of  news  value  about  the  Fair,  including  lists  of  premium  awards 
and  photographs.  Arrangements  may  be  made  in  advance  for  special  Press, 
Radio  and  Television  coverage  of  the  Fair  by  competent  trained  personnel. 

The  American  Red  Cross  will  maintain  an  emergency  hospital  and  first 
aid  station  at  the  Lounge,  with  trained  attendants  in  charge  at  all  times. 

Adequate  toilet  facilities  for  men  and  women  are  maintained  throughout 
the  grounds.  ATTENDANTS  ARE  NOT  ALLOWED  TO  CHARGE  FOR 
USE  OF  THESE  FACILITIES. 

In  order  for  the  State  Fair  to  maintain  a  complete  file  of  pictures  for 
the  use  of  Press  and  Television  services,  exhibitors  and  patrons  are  re- 
quested to  cooperate  with  the  Official  Photographer  of  the  Fair.  Exhibitors 
are  under  no  obligation  to  purchase  pictures,  but  may  arrange  directly 
with  the  photographer  for  this  service  if  they  so  desire. 

Decoration  and  sign  painting  service,  at  nominal  charges,  will  be  aval- 
able  to  exhibitors  and  can  be  arranged  through  the  Information  Desk  at 
the  Manager's  office. 

A  feed  and  forage  concession  will  be  operated  for  livestock  exhibitors. 
Grain,  hay,  straw  and  other  supplies  will  be  available  at  prevailing  prices. 
The  ^air  will  furnish  free  the  original  bedding  for  each  stall  and  pen,  but 
exhibitors  are  required  to  care  for  and  feed  their  own  animals  and  they 
must  keep  stall  and  pens  clean  and  well  bedded  thereafter. 

The  State  Fair  will  employ  police,  guards  and  traffic  directors,  and  will 
use  diligence  to  promote  safety  and  protection  of  patrons,  and  their 
exhibits  and  property  on  the  Fairgrounds.  But,  under  no  circumstances 
will  the  Fair  or  any  of  its  officers  and  employees  be  responsible  for  loss 
or  damage  to  persons  and  their  property  (including  entries,  exhibits, 
automobiles  in  parking  lots,  and  articles  left  in  cars)  because  of  accidents, 
theft,  fire,  the  elements,  or  other  conditions. 

Articles  and  animals  shipped  or  mailed  to  the  Fair  for  exhibit  will  be 
accepted  only  if  ALL  CHARGES  ARE  PREPAID.  Be  sure  packages  mailed 
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or  shipped  are  properly  addressed  in  accordance  with  instructions  for 
shipment  listed  later  in  this  section  under  "Exhibits  and  Exhibitors." 

INCOMING  MAIL  and  parcels  addressed  to  exhibitors,  patrons,  conces- 
sionaires and  others  connected  with  or  attending  the  Fair  should  be  called 
for  at  the  Manager's  office.  No  responsibility  can  be  assumed  for  delivery. 
Messages  telephoned,  telegraphed  or  delivered  to  the  Manager's  office  for 
persons  exhibiting  at,  attending  or  connected  in  any  way  with  the  Fair, 
will  be  accepted  for  delivery  only  at  the  convenience  of  the  Office,  Stan0, 
and  as  time  permits.  No  responsibility  will  be  assumed  for  delay  or  non- 
delivery of  such  messages. 

OUTGOING  MAIL  may  be  dispatched  and  stamps  may  be  purchased 
at  the  STATE  FAIR  sub-station  operated  by  the  Raleigh  Post  Office 
located  at  the  entrance  of  the  Red  Cross  LOUNGE  BUILDING  in  the 
"WORLD'S  LARGEST  MAIL  BOX."  The  mail  service  window  is  open 
daily  during  Fair  Week  from  11:00  A.M.  until  5:00  P.M. 

Passes  are  issued  only  to  exhibitors  who  must  constantly  attend  their 
exhibits,  or  as  a  courtesy  for  some  services  rendered  for  which  the  State 
Fair  is  unable  to  pay.  To  these  the  Fair  management  is  grateful  and  ask 
that  the  use  of  such  passes  be  confined  to  the  person  to  whom  they  are 
issued. 

Sufficient  electric  light  and  power  service  will  be  furnished  by  the  Fair 
to  properly  illuminate  and  service  the  exhibition  buildings  and  grounds. 
Exhibitors  and  concessionaries  requiring  individual  electric  light  and 
power  service  in  their  booths  and  stands  may  obtain  same  upon  written 
application  and  payment  when  service  is  installed  and  connected.  ONLY 
THE  OFFICIAL  STATE  FAIR  ELECTRICIANS  MAY  MAKE  INSTAL- 
LATIONS AND  CONNECTIONS. 

Where  outside  wiring  is  necessary,  a  fixed  charge  of  $5.00  will  be  made 
for  each  50  feet  or  fraction  thereof  for  making  connection. 

If  located  inside  of  building  where  wiring  exists,  any  additional  labor 
or  material  must  be  paid  for  by  the  applicant. 

No  service  will  be  given  for  less  than  minimum  charge  of  $5.00. 

The  charge  for  electric  current  for  power  and  lights  will  be  as  follows: 
60  per  kilowatt  hour.  Motors  will  be  rated  on  amperage  per  kilowatt  hour. 

The  current  is  alternating  single  phase,  or  3-phase,  60  cycles,  120-220 
volts. 

Electric  stoves,  grills,  percolators,  waffle  irons,  and  all  electrical  equip- 
ment will  be  charged  for  at  the  regular  rate.  These  must  not  be  connected 
until  Fair  Electrician  has  granted  permission. 

Truck  and  other  vehicles  to  service  exhibits  and  concession  stands  will 
be  permitted  on  the  grounds  ONLY  between  the  hours  of  midnight  and 
10:00  a.m.,  and  between  5:00  p.m.  and  6:00  p.m.  daily.  Permits  for  entry 
of  service  trucks  and  vehicles  must  be  obtained  in  advance  of  the  opening 
of  the  Fair  from  the  Manager's  office. 

Additional  information  to  that  contained  in  this  publication,  and  inter- 
pretation of  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Fair  may  be  obtained

Competition  is  OPEN  TO  THE  WORLD  in  the  Rabbit  Department, 
Dairy  Cattle  Department,  Beef  Cattle  Breeding  Animal  Department,  and 
in  the  Swine  and  Sheep  Departments. 

Certain  poultry  classes  are  open  to  exhibitors  of  Florida,  Georgia,  Mary- 
land, South  Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Virginia,  and  other  states,  if  space 
allows,  as  well  as  North  Carolina.  In  all  other  divisions  and  departments 
competition  is  LIMITED  TO  RESIDENTS  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 
NO  DEPARTMENT  SUPERINTENDENT  OR  DIRECTOR,  OR  MEM- 
BERS OF  THEIR  IMMEDIATE  FAMILIES  MAY  ENTER  EXHIBITS 
IN  THEIR  RESPECTIVE  DEPARTMENTS. 

All  entries  (with  exceptions  noted  in  the  Livestock  Division  for  group 
classes)  must  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  owner,  breeder,  manufacturer, 
grower,  producer  or  on  whose  skill  the  exhibit  represents.  A  firm,  to  be 
entitled  to  exhibit  as  such,  must  have  been  organized  not  less  than  30  days 
prior  to  the  closing  date  for  entries,  and  such  firm  must  have  been  organized 
as  a  bona  fide  firm  for  the  purpose  of  producing,  or  buying  and  selling  the 
articles  or  animals  it  proposes  to  exhibit  in  the  name  of  such  firm.  A  firm 
will  be  regarded  as  one  exhibitor. 

Official  printed  forms  MUST  BE  USED  in  making  applications  for  entry. 
One  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  One  side  of  the  form  is  for  Live- 
stock entries  ONLY;  the  other  side  is  for  entries  in  all  other  departments 
of  the  Fair.  USE  A  SEPARATE  FORM  FOR  ENTRIES  IN  EACH  DE- 
PARTMENT. Be  sure  to  fill  out  the  application  form  completely,  accurately 
and  legibly.  Give  your  rural  route  number,  post  office  box  number,  or  city 
street  address.

Incomplete  entry  forms  will  be  returned  for  correction  if  there  is  time 
to  do  so,  but  REMEMBER:  No  article  or  animals  will  be  entitled  to  exhibit 
space  until  proper  entry  has  been  made,  and  no  entry  will  be  accepted  after 
the  closing  date  listed  for  the  department. 

Once  an  entry  is  made,  it  cannot  be  changed  except  where  it  is  improperly 
classed  or  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  copying  the  original  entry — in  which 
event  the  changes  can  be  made  only  with  the  permission  of  the  Department 
Superintendent  or  Director  in  charge,  AND  THEN  ONLY  IN  THE  OF- 
FICE  OF  THE   "ENTRY   DIRECTOR."  If  the   records  are  altered  and

do  not  conform  with  the  information  on  file  in  the  Entry  Department,  pay- 
ment of  premiums  will  be  withheld. 

No  person  except  personnel  of  the  Entry  Department  will  be  allowed  to 
see  the  entries,  or  have  access  to  the  entry  books,  until  after  the  awards  are 
made. 

The  same  article  or  animal  cannot  be  entered  for  more  than  one  premium 
number  (except  as  otherwise  stated  in  the  Special  Department  Rules  and 
Regulations).  Collections  and  displays  must  be  made  up  of  specimens  other 
than  those  entered  in  single   (individual)   classes  unless  otherwise  noted. 

No  entry  fees  are  required  in  any  department,  except  that  livestock, 
poultry,  pigeon,  and  rabbit  exhibitors  must  include  payment  of  stall,  pen 
and  coop  fees  with  their  applications  for  entry.  (SEE  HEADNOTES  OF 
THESE  DEPARTMENTS  FOR  SCALE  OF  FEES.)

UNCLAIMED  EXHIBITS  FROM  COMPETITIVE  DEPARTMENTS,  will  be  considered 
abandoned  if  not  called  for  within  one  week  after  the  official  closing  of  the  Fair, 
and  may  be  disposed  of  as  the  Manager  of  the  Fair  sees  fit. 


Remember!  All  exhibits  must  be  officially  entered  in  the  Fair,  on  official 
printed  forms  provided  for  that  purpose,  before  the  closing  date  for  entries 
in  the  department.  No  article  or  animal  will  be  entitled  to  space  or  con- 
sidered in  the  judging  until  proper  entry  has  been  made.  Removal  of  ex- 
hibits before  the  date  and  time  specified  above  will  be  cause  for  forfeit  of 
all  premiums  won,  all  fees  paid,  and  the  right  to  further  participation  in 
the  Fair. 
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All  exhibits  will  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  the  books  of  the  proper 
department  and  class  and  exhibit  tag  with  corresponding  numbers  will  be 
issued.  This  tag  must  be  securely  attached  to  the  exhibit  and  must  remain 
on  the  exhibit  throughout  the  Fair  (except  that  exhibit  tags  issued  for  live- 
stock and  poultry  may  be  conspicuously  displayed  upon  the  stall,  pen  or 
coop).  Exhibitors  who  make  their  entries  well  in  advance  of  the  opening  of 
the  Fair  will  receive  their  exhibit  tags  by  mail;  otherwise,  they  should  first 
visit  the  Entry  Department  upon  their  arrival  on  the  Fairgrounds  and  re- 
ceive their  exhibit  tags. 

Once  the  exhibit  is  numbered  and  tagged,  it  should  be  delivered  to  the 
Department  Superintendent  or  Director,  who  will  allocate  space  and  either 
personally  arrange  the  exhibit  in  a  suitable  and  attractive  display,  or  direct 
such  action  by  the  exhibitor. 

All  exhibitors  are  urged  to  personally  bring  their  exhibits  to  the  Fair 
and  enjoy  the  educational  and  recreational  advantages  of  the  annual  ex- 
position. However,  exhibits  may  be  shipped  or  mailed  to:  MANAGER, 
N.  C.  STATE  FAIR,  P.  O.  BOX  5565,  RALEIGH,  N.  C.,  and  they  will  be 
carefully  handled,  officially  entered,  tagged,  and  otherwise  treated  in  the 
same  manner  as  previously  described.  They  will  be  given  the  same  con- 
sideration with  regard  to  display  and  judging  as  exhibits  personally  de- 
livered. 

All  exhibits  shipped  or  mailed  MUST  BE  PREPAID.  No  transportation 
charges  for  express,  postage,  freight  or  drayage  will  be  paid  by  the  Fair. 
Shipments  should  be  carefully  labeled,  accompained  by  a  bill  of  lading,  and 
properly  identified  inside  and  outside  the  package  as  to  the  department, 
class  and  premium  number  under  which  they  have  been  previously  entered. 
They  should  be  shipped  or  mailed  at  least  a  week  or  10  days  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  Fair.  The  management  will  not  be  responsible  for  delayed 
shipments  which  arrive  at  the  Fair  too  late  to  be  considered  in  the  judging. 

All  carload  shipments  by  freight,  for  exhibition  purposes,  should  be 
billed  as  follows:  FOR  EXHIBIT,  N.  C.  STATE  FAIR,  CAMP  POLK, 
N.  C,  c/o  S.A.L.  RAILWAY.  Exhibits  so  billed  will  be  delivered  to  the 
Fairgrounds  without  extra  switching  charges.  Attention  of  exhibitors  is 
called  to  tariff  rules,  governing  the  shipment  of  certain  types  of  articles  for 
exhibition  at  expositions  and  fairs,  and  providing  for  free  return  of  such 
exhibits  when  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  Manager  of  the  Fair 
certifying  that  such  shipment  was  on  exhibition  and  ownership  of  same  has 
not  changed.  Intending  exhibitors  should  consult  their  local  freight  agent 
for  particulars  governing  Fair  shipments,  as  some  types  of  exhibit  material 
are  not  returned  free  and  other  conditions  enter  in  if  shipment  is  not  re- 
turned direct.  If  your  local  agent  is  not  able  to  give  you  full  particulars, 
write  the  Manager  of  the  State  Fair. 

Division  Directors  and  Department  Superintendents  will  have  full  author- 
ity over  allocation  of  space,  and  will  have  direct  supervision  of  all  exhibits 
which  are  considered  on  exhibition  as  a  part  of  the  Fair's  attractions,  sub-

ject  to  use  as  these  Directors  and  Superintendents  see  fit  to  add  to  the 
educational  values  of  the  Fair.  Livestock  able  to  be  led  or  driven,  or  which 
will  follow,  must  participate  in  parades  and  group  exhibitions  as  directed 
by  the  Department  Superintendent. 

All  livestock  must  be  cared  for  by  the  exhibitor  except  as  noted  in  the 
Junior  Dairy  Cattle  and  Market  Cattle  shows.  Stalls  and  pens  will  be 
furnished  bedding  before  the  Fair,  free  of  charge.  Thereafter  exhibitors 
will  be  required  to  furnish  their  own  bedding  and  keep  all  stalls  and  pens 
clean.  Feed  and  straw  will  be  sold  on  the  grounds  at  prevailing  prices. 

When  exhibit  tags  are  issued  by  the  Entry  Department  for  each  article 
entered,  a  stub  with  a  duplicate  number  will  be  given  the  exhibitor  to  serve 
as  his  claim  check  to  recover  and  secure  the  release  of  his  exhibit.  Claim 
checks  should  be  guarded  carefully,  since  Department  Superintendents  and 
Directors  are  not  allowed  to  release  any  exhibit  without  presentation  of  the 
exhibit  tag  stub.  If  the  claim  check  is  lost,  such  loss  should  be  reported 
promptly  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  exhibitor  to  furnish  the  Director 
of  the  Entry  Department  proof  of  ownership  of  the  article  on  exhibit. 

Exhibits  entered  in  the  premium  classes  which  are  not  claimed  within 
one  week  after  the  close  of  the  Fair  will  be  considered  to  have  been  aban- 
doned by  the  exhibitor  and  will  be  disposed  of  as  the  Manager  of  the  Fair 
sees  fit.  Other  exhibits,  and  materials  therein,  including  concession  booths, 
which  are  not  claimed  by  the  exhibitor  or  concessionaire  within  30  days 
after  the  end  of  the  Fair  will  be  considered  to  have  been  abandoned  and 
will  become  the  property  of  the  State  Fair. 

The  Fair  management  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  exhibit  which  does 
not  reflect  merit  and  which  would  not  be  a  credit  to  both  the  exhibitor  and 
the  Fair.  Also,  the  right  is  reserved  to  reject  exhibits  which  are  deemed 
objectionable  or  unsuitable  for  exhibition.  All  entries  are  accepted  condi- 
tionally, pending  inspection  of  the  article  or  animal  to  be  exhibited.  Any 
article  or  animal  which  proves  to  be  misrepresented  or  falsely  classed  will 
be  rejected  and  the  right  of  the  exhibitor  to  further  participation  in  the 
Fair  will  be  denied. 

Division  Directors,  Department  Superintendents ,  and/ or  Judges  must  re- 
port disqualification  of  entries  to  the  Manager  or  Assistant  Manager  of  the 
State  Fair  immediately  after  such  action  is  taken.  UNDER  NO  CIRCUM- 
STANCES WILL  JUDGING  BE  CONSIDERED  OFFICIAL  AND  PRE- 
MIUMS PAID  IN  A  CLASS  WHERE  DISQUALIFICATION  IS  RECOM- 
MENDED UNTIL  APPROVAL  OF  THE  DISQU ALIFICATION (S)  IS 
OBTAINED  FROM  THE  FAIR  MANAGER  OR  ASSISTANT  MAN- 
AGER. 

Promiscuous  advertising  is  strictly  prohibited.  Exhibitors  may  advertise 
and  distribute  literature  and  free  samples  from  their  place  of  exhibit  only, 
but  may  not  sell  any  article  or  animal  from  their  exhibit  space  without  a 
permit  from  the  manager.  The  distribution  of  advertising  matter  which 
conflicts  in  any  manner  with  a  concession  sold  by  the  Management  is  pro- 
hibited. 
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Commercial  exhibitors  and  concessionaires  are  responsible  for  keeping 
the  space  in  and  around  their  exhibits,  including  unused  space,  aisles  and 
roadways,  clean  and  free  of  rubbish.  An  area  of  10  feet  around  each  exhibit 
booth  and  concession  stand  must  be  thoroughly  cleaned  by  the  exhibitor  or 
concessionaire  at  the  end  of  each  Fair  day.  Failure  to  do  so  will  be  cause 
for  cancellation  of  contract. 

No  exhibit  space  assigned  may  be  shared  or  sub-let  without  permission  of 
the  Fair  manager. 

Exhibitors  and  Department  Superintendents  and  Directors  may  have  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  Educational  and  Commercial 
exhibit  building  for  parking  until  midnight,  Sunday,  October  8,  1967. 
Special  parking  facilities  for  the  Livestock  and  Poultry  Division  will  be 
provided  at  the  west  end  of  the  Fairgrounds. 


JUDGING  AND  AWARDS 

Decision  of  the  judges  will  be  final,  and  no  appeal  will  be  considered 
except  in  cases  of  protest  in  writing,  with  strong  evidence  of  fraud  or 
violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Fair.  Protests  must  be  filed  with  the  Division 
Superintendent  not  later  than  noon  of  the  day  following  the  award,  and 
must  be  accompained  by  a  protest  fee  of  $5.00  which  will  be  retained  by 
the  Fair  if  the  protest  is  not  sustained.  The  Division  Superintendent  will 
appoint  a  committee  to  consider  the  protest  and  all  interested  parties  will 
be  notified  of  the  time  of  the  hearing  and  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
be  heard.  The  rules  of  the  International  Association  of  Fairs  and  Ex- 
positions governing  appeals  will  be  those  of  the  North  Carolina  Fair. 

Judges  will  not  award  premiums  to  any  article  or  animal  because  of  its 
mere  presence.  It  must  be  individually  worthy.  It  is  not  the  policy  of  the 
Fair  to  encourage  indifferent  production  of  any  kind,  or  to  distribute 
premiums  equally  among  exhibitors.  No  premium  will  be  awarded  to  any 
exhibit  that  does  not  possess  high  intrinsic  merit. 

Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  Department  Rules  and  Regulations,  NO 
EXHIBITOR  MAY  WIN  MORE  THAN  TWO  PREMIUMS  IN  ANY  ONE 
INDIVIDUAL  CLASS,  AND  NOT  MORE  THAN  ONE  PREMIUM  IN 
ANY  GROUP  CLASS. 

No  exhibitor  may  accompany  judges  during  their  deliberations  except 
such  attendants  as  are  necessary  to  handle  and  show  livestock  and  other 
such  exhibits.  Any  exhibitor  attempting  to  interfere  with  the  judges  during 
their  adjudications,  or  who  publicly  expresses  disapproval  of  the  decision 
of  the  judges,  will  be  excluded  from  further  competition  and  any  premiums 
previously  won  will  be  forfeited. 

Fraud  or  deception  as  to  breeding,  or  in  any  other  form,  will  be  ex- 
posed and  the  exhibitor  guilty  of  such  violation  will  be  excluded  from 
further  participation  in  the  Fair,  and  all  premiums  previously  won  will  be 
forfeited. 

Premiums  will  be  paid  only  on  the  basis  of  the  records  of  the  judging 
reports,  which  will  be  signed  by  the  judge  and  by  the  Department  Superin- 
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tendent  or  Director.  Ribbons  will  be  securely  attached  to  the  articles  upon 
which  they  were  awarded,  if  possible,  but  the  ribbons  have  no  value  in  the 
payment  of  premiums  since  they  may  become  detached  and  find  their  way 
on  to  the  wrong  exhibit. 

Entries  made  in  wrong  classes  may  be  reclassed  by  the  Department 
Superintendent,  BUT  ONLY  IF  SUCH  RECLASSIFICATION  IS  MADE 
IN  THE  OFFICE  OF,  AND  WITH  THE  APPROVAL  OF,  THE  DI- 
RECTOR OF  THE  ENTRY  DEPARTMENT.  Records  must  be  changed 
when  entries  are  reclassed.  If  the  records  are  altered  and  the  entry  de- 
partment files  are  not  changed,  premiums  will  be  withheld. 

Judges,  when  requested,  may  give  the  reasons  for  their  decisions  em- 
bracing the  value  and  desirable  qualities  of  the  exhibits  to  which  they  have 
awarded  premiums. 

Judges  will  not  award  premiums  or  ribbons  to  any  article  or  animal  that 
does  not  qualify  for  one  of  the  classes  in  the  State  Fair  Premium  List. 

Premiums  will  be  paid  to  winning  exhibitors  as  soon  after  the  awards 
are  made  as  it  is  possible  to  compile  and  check  all  reports.  Premiums  not 
collected  during  the  Fair  will  be  mailed  to  the  exhibitor  at  the  post  office 
address  given  on  his  or  her  entry  form.  Errors  in  premium  statements 
will  be  corrected  until  December  1,  1967,  after  which  time  the  books  of 
1967  Fair  are  closed.

A  display  of  all  major  standard  grades  of  Flue-cured  and  Burley  tobacco 
(about  122  samples  of  Flue-cured  and  about  104  samples  of  Burley).  This 
will  be  one  of  the  most  complete  displays  of  the  standard  grades  of  tobacco, 
the  leading  cash  crop  of  the  state,  that  is  available  to  the  public.  The  object 
of  the  exhibit  is  to  improve  the  understanding  of  growers  regarding  the 
characteristics  making  up  the  various  groups,  quality  and  colors  which 
constitute  the  Government  grades  of  tobacco;  to  encourage  a  more  careful 
study  as  to  how  far  the  grower  should  go  in  sorting  the  crop  for  the  most 
satisfaction  on  the  market;  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  taking  advan- 
tage of  grading  as  an  aid  in  marketing  the  crops.  For  example,  the  support 
price  is  based  on  the  grade;  therefore,  it  is  important  for  the  grower  to 
sort  his  crop  so  that  tobacco  will  earn  the  highest  possible  support  price. 

The  N.  C.  State  Fair  is  offering  a  further  incentive  to  the  public  to  stop 
and  study  this  outstanding  exhibit  by  offering  substantial  prizes  for  grading 
a  set  of  samples  on  display.

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY!  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject 
entries  received  after  all  available  space  is  taken. 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry. 
One  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available 
upon  request.  Use  separate  forms  for  entries  in  EACH  CLASS — "1"  Fruits 
and  Nuts,  and  "2  and  3"  Vegetables,  of  this  department,  and  separate  forms 
for  entries  in  each  other  department  of  the  Fair.  Be  sure  to  fill  in  the 
application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly.  Give  your  rural  route 
number,  post  office  box  number,  or  city  street  address. 
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List  the  Department  Letter  ("G"  for  Horticulture)  and  the  Class  Number 
("1"  for  Fruits  or  Nuts),  and  "2  and  3"  for  vegetables,  for  which  each 
entry  is  made.  Also,  list  the  premium  number  and  the  description  of  the 
article,  exactly  as  shown  in  the  Premium  List. 

If  entries  are  received  sufficiently  in  advance  of  the  Fair  to  permit  mail- 
ing, Entry  Tags  will  be  forwarded  to  exhibitors  at  their  home  address. 
Otherwise,  these  Entry  Tags  should  be  picked  up  at  the  Entry  Department 
immediately  upon  arrival  on  the  Fairgrounds.  An  Entry  Tag  must  be  at- 
tached to  each  exhibit  before  it  is  presented  in  the  Department  for  display. 

As  far  as  possible,  it  is  urged  that  all  Horticultural  Products  be  brought 
in  and  set  up  by  the  exhibitor.  Where  it  is  not  possible,  shipments  should 
be  made  in  time  to  reach  the  Fairgrounds  no  later  than  Saturday,  October 
7,  and  should  be  addressed  to:  Superintendent,  Horticulture  Department, 
N.  C.  State  Fair,  P.  O.  Box  5565,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

Where  it  is  not  possible  to  personally  bring  the  products  to  the  Fair  and 
arrange  them,  the  Superintendents  will  be  glad  to  arrange  the  products 
in  the  most  attractive  manner  possible.  However,  they  will  not  pack  box  or 
basket  entries  for  exhibit.  Exhibits  mailed  or  shipped  to  the  Fair  should 
be  carefully  labeled  to  show  the  name  and  address  of  the  exhibitor,  and 
the  nature,  and  class  in  which  entered,  of  the  contents  of  the  package. 

The  State  Fair  will  furnish  PLATES,  ONE  QUART  CONTAINERS, 
CORRUGATED  CARTONS  FOR  SWEET  POTATOES,  AND  TRAYS 
for  exhibits,  but  no  other  containers.  The  number  of  specimens  for  each 
PLATE  display  is  specified  in  the  premium  list.  Standard  size  tray,  IIV2 
x  18  inches  inside  measurements ,  and  3  inches  deep,  will  be  used.  Exhibitors 
should  make  a  tray  of  the  required  dimensions  and  pack  the  exhibit  to 
determine  the  number  of  specimens  required.  At  least  one  extra  specimen 
for  each  plate,  and  three  or  four  extra  specimens  for  each  tray,  should  be 
brought  or  shipped  to  the  Fair  to  allow  for  possible  damage  in  transit.

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Fruits  and  vegetables  to  be  exhibited  in  plates  and  trays  should  be  care- 
fully wrapped  and  packed  for  shipment  to  the  Fair.  Wrap  separately  in 
paper  and  pack  firmly  in  a  box,  taking  care  to  avoid  bruising.  Label  each 
variety  plainly  and  put  in  dividers  to  keep  varieties  separated.  Do  not  use 
hay,  fodder,  excelsior  or  any  other  dusty  packing  material.  Any  exhibit  that 
rots,  is  unsightly  or  becomes  unsightly  will  be  removed  from  display  (after 
judging)  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent. 


Quality — Not  Quantity 

In  selecting  Horticultural  products  for  exhibit,  choose  only  those  speci- 
mens that  are  of  uniformly  good  quality,  form  and  color,  true  to  type,  and 
free  from  all  insect  and  disease  blemishes,  and  free  from  cuts  and  bruises. 
Premiums  offered  for  the  best  collection  of  fruits  or  vegetables  will  not  be 
awarded  for  a  mere  pile  or  for  the  greatest  number  of  varieties,  BUT 
MAINLY  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  QUALITY.  Do  not  knock  or  shake  fruit 
from  the  tree,  but  pick  each  specimen  by  hand,  taking  care  not  to  pull  out 
the  stem.  Products  should  be  exhibited  as  nearly  as  possible  in  their  natural 
state,  and  no  preference  will  be  given  in  the  judging  for  highly  polished 
fruits  or  vegetables. 

Entries  of  Commercial  containers  of  apples  and  sweet  potatoes  should  be 
graded  to  uniform  marketable  size,  high  color,  smoothness,  trueness  to  type, 
freedom  from  cuts  and  bruises,  and  free  from  insect  and  fungus  blemishes. 
They  should  be  properly  packed  and  faced  in  standard  containers. 

Entries  of  "Collections"  and  under  "Any  Other  Variety"  must  be  cor- 
rectly named  by  the  exhibitor.  In  the  nomenclature  of  fruits,  the  names 
adopted  by  the  American  Pomological  Society  shall  rule,  and  no  variety  will 
be  accepted  that  has  not  been  admitted  to  their  catalogue,  except  in  the 
case  of  seedlings  never  before  exhibited. 


Awards  and  Judging 

No  awards  will  be  made  for  unworthy  specimens,  where  quality  is  lacking, 
or  where  any  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  these  exhibits  are 
disregarded. 

No  article  entered  for  competition  in  any  class  will  be  permitted  to 
compete  for  a  premium  in  any  other  class.  AN  EXHIBITOR  CANNOT 
COMPETE  FOR  MORE  THAN  ONE  PRIZE  IN  ANY  CLASS. 

No  exhibitor  will  be  allowed  to  discuss  exhibits  with  the  judges,  or  to 
interfere  in  any  way  while  the  judges  are  at  work.

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY!  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entries 
received  after  all  available  space  is  taken.  Display  Booths  must  be  reserved 
on  or  before  Oct.  1.  Booths  not  requested  by  this  date  will  be  assigned 
by  invitation.  Booth  space  will  be  allocated  on  basis  of  show  record  of 
applicant. 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry.  One 
will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available  upon 
request.  Use  separate  forms  for  entries  in  other  departments.  Be  sure  to  fill 
in  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Except  in  cases  of  conflict,  in  which  event  the  following  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations will  prevail,  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Fair  will 
govern  this  Division.  BE  SURE  TO  READ  THOSE  IN  THE  FRONT  OF 
THIS  BOOK.  Some — but  not  all — are  repeated  herewith  for  emphasis,  and 
others  of  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  apply  only  to  this  Division. 

Entries 

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY!  The  right  is  reserved  and  will  be 
used  to  reject  entries  received  after  all  available  space  is  taken.  Even 
though  this  occurs  before  specified  time  for  closing  of  entries. 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry.  One 
will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available  upon 
request.  Use  a  separate  form  for  making  entries  in  each  department.  Be 
sure  to  fill  in  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly.  Give 
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your  rural  route  number,  post  office  box  number,  or  city  street  address. 

Indicate  on  the  form  the  total  number  of  animals  you  will  exhibit,  includ- 
ing nurse  animals,  and  the  total  number  of  stall  spaces  (four  feet  wide)  or 
pens  (6x8  feet  in  size)  you  will  require,  including  those  to  be  used  for 
gear,  feed  and  bedding. 

List  the  class  number,  as  indicated  in  the  premium  list,  for  which  each 
entry  is  made.  Use  a  separate  line  for  each  animal.  Do  not  make  entries  in 
the  Championship  classes.  Indicate  if  you  plan  to  make  entries  in  the  group 
and/or  herd  classes,  but  it  is  not  necessary  to  name  the  animals  which  will 
make  up  your  group  or  herd  entries  until  after  the  judging  of  the  individual 
classes.  Entries  in  the  group  and  herd  classes  must  have  previously  been 
exhibited  in  the  individual  classes. 

List,  also,  on  the  application  form  the  name  (or  ear  tag  number)  and 
registry  number  of  each  animal  entered,  its  date  of  birth,  its  sex,  the  names 
(or  ear  tag  numbers)  and  registry  numbers  of  its  sire  and  dam,  and  the 
name  of  the  breeder.  Bring  your  registration  certificates  to  the  Fair;  they 
must  be  shown  if  requested  by  the  superintendent. 

All  beef  cattle  and  swine  over  six  months  of  age  and  all  sheep  over  three 
months  of  age  must  be  registered  with  their  respective  breed  associations 
in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner,  who  must  have  owned  the  animal  at 
least  30  days  prior  to  the  closing  date  for  entries  in  the  department.  Also, 
all  dairy  cattle  exhibitors  must  show  official  evidence  of  ownership  of 
animal  prior  to  showing.  (See  exceptions  to  this  rule  for  group  classes 
only  in  some  departments). 

Fees 

Stall  or  pen  fees  are  required  for  all  entries  in  the  senior  and  open 
classes  of  the  Livestock  Division.  Entries  exclusively  in  the  junior  livestock 
shows  are  not  subject  to  stall  or  pen  fees,  and  the  first  three  placed  animals 
in  each  Junior  Show  class  are  eligible  to  compete  in  the  Senior  and  Open 
Shows  without  payment  of  any  fee. 

All  applications  for  stall  spaces  and  pens  must  be  noted  on  the  entry  form, 
AND  REMITTANCES  FOR  SAME  MUST  ACCOMPANY  THE  ENTRY 
APPLICATION  FORM.  Reservations  will  not  be  made  unless  accompanied 
by  the  required  fee,  and  REMEMBER:  THE  RIGHT  IS  RESERVED  TO 
REJECT  ENTRIES  RECEIVED  AFTER  ALL  AVAILABLE  SPACE  IS 
TAKEN.  ENTRIES  WILL  BE  ACCEPTED  IN  THE  ORDER  RECEIVED. 

Be  sure  to  indicate  on  the  form  the  total  number  of  stall  spaces  or  pens 
you  will  require,  including  those  to  be  vised  for  nurse  animals,  and  for  gear, 
feed  and  bedding.  Include  remittances  for  these  extra  stall  spaces  or  pens 
you  will  require,  as  well  as  for  those  actually  required  for  the  animals 
you  will  exhibit  in  the  competitive  classes. 

Animals  duly  entered  in  the  show  which  will  be  exhibited  competitively 
in  the  show  ring  will  have  priority  on  stall  and  pen  space;  thereafter, 
should  additional  space  be  available,  display  animals  will  be  assigned  stall 
or  pen  space. 

The  following  fees  will  govern: 

Cattle  Barns,  each  stall  space $2.00 

Swine  Barn,  each  pen   1.00 

Sheep  Barn,  each  pen    1.00 
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Pony  Barns,  each  stall    2.00 

Cattle  (pens  of  3)   . 3.00 

Cattle  (pens  of  5)    5.00 

Health  Regulations 

The  health  regulations  of  the  Veterinary  Division  of  the  N.  C.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  governing  all  fairs  in  North  Carolina  will  be  strictly 
enforced  this  year.  These  regulations  are  as  follows: 

Dairy   Cattle   and    Beef   Cattle 

"An  official  health  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  an  accredited  veterinar- 
ian and  approved  by  the  State  Veterinarian  of  the  state  of  origin  on  all 
cattle  for  exhibition  purposes.  A  copy  of  the  approved  health  certificate 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  State  Veterinarian,  N.  C.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Raleigh,  N.  C,  before  the  arrival  of  the  animals.  The  health  certifi- 
cate shall  state  that  no  animal  in  the  shipment  is  infected  with  or  has  been 
recently  exposed  to  any  infectious  or  transmissable  disease,  and  shall  con- 
tain the  names  and  addresses  of  the  consignor  and  consignee,  with  an  accu- 
rate description  or  identification  of  each  individual  animal. 

"In  addition  to  the  above  regulation,  the  health  status  of  the  individuals 
shipped  and  the  entire  herd  of  origin,  shall  be  as  follows: 

BRUCELLOSIS  OR  BANG'S  DISEASE— (1)  Herds  officially  certified 
brucellosis-free  or  qualified  negative  herds  in  modified  certified  brucellosis 
areas  in  which  all  the  animals  in  the  herd  over  six  (6)  months  of  age, 
except  official  calfhood  vaccinates  under  thirty  (30)  months  of  age,  were 
negative  to  an  official  test  for  brucellosis  within  twelve  (12)  months  of 
entry  or  two  (2)  official  negative  brucellosis  ring  tests  within  twelve 
months,  and  the  animals  for  entry  except  official  calfhood  vaccinates 
twenty-four  (24)  months  of  age  or  under  were  negative  to  an  official 
blood  test  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  date  of  entry;  provide,  official  calf- 
hood vaccinates  under  twenty -four  (24)  months  of  age  classed  as  heavy 
springers  or  those  that  have  calved  shall  be  blood  tested  and  negative  to 
brucellosis  prior  to  entry. 

(2)  Herds  under  Federal-State  supervision  for  the  control  of  brucellosis 
in  which  all  animals  in  the  herd  over  six  (6)  months  of  age,  except  official 
calfhood  vaccinates  under  thirty  (30)  months  of  age,  were  negative  to  an 
official  blood  test  within  three  (3)  months  of  entry  and  the  animals  for 
entry  were  retested  and  negative  to  an  official  brucellosis  test  within  thirty 
(30)  days  of  entry — such  retests  not  to  be  applied  in  less  than  thirty  (30) 
or  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  following  date  of  the  negative  herd  test. 
(This  paragraph  applies  to  herds  other  than  brucellosis  certified  herds 
that  are  not  located  in  a  modified  certified  brucellosis  area.) 

(3)  Identified  officially  calfhood  vaccinated  cattle  showing  a  blood- 
serum  agglutination  titer  of  1-50  or  less  are  classified  as  negative  under 
the  State-Federal  regulation  governing  the  interpretation  of  the  brucellosis 
test. 

TUBERCULOSIS— Cattle  may  be  exhibited  at  the  North  Carolina  State 
Fair  provided  they  are  identified  as  originating  in:  (a)  Tuberculosis-free 
accredited  herds;  or  (b)  qualified  herds  originating  from  modified  accre- 
dited  tuberculosis-free   areas   that  have  been   tested    and   negative   within 
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twelve  (12)  months,  or  (c)  individual  cattle  tuberculin  tested  and  nega- 
tive within  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  entry,  provided  such  cattle  did  not 
originate  from  a  herd  that  has  been  tested  and  negative  within  twelve 
(12)   months. 

Note:  Healthy  steers  for  entry  into  the  State  Fair  Market  Steer  Show  and 
sale  are  not  required  to  be  tested. 

Swine 

All  swine  exhibited  must  be  accompanied  by  an  official  health  certificate 
issued  by  a  qualified  veterinarian  and  approved  by  the  State  Veterinarian, 
certifying  that  such  swine  are  free  from  any  symptoms  of  a  contagious 
or  infectious  disease;  that  they  are  from  premises  where  no  known  con- 
tagious or  infectious  disease  of  swine  exists;  and  that  they  have  have  been 
officially  vaccinated  against  hog  cholera  as  follows: 

1.  Anti-hog  cholera  serum  or  antibody  concentrate  simultaneously  with 
the  recommended  dosage  of  a  licensed  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera  vac- 
cine in  not  less  than  21  days  or  more  than  12  months. 

2.  The  recommended  dosage  of  a  licensed  modified  live  virus  hog  cholera 
vaccine  alone  in  not  less  than  21  days  or  more  than  12  months. 

3.  The  recommended  dosage  of  a  licensed  killed  virus  hog  cholera  vaccine 
is  not  less  than  21  days  or  more  than  6  months.  This  is  the  only  type  of 
vaccine  recommended  for  use  in  bred  sows  and  gilts.  Breeding  swine  5 
months  of  age  or  over  are  required  to  be  blood  tested  and  negative  to  bru- 
cellosis within  30  days  of  admission  to  Fair,  provided  swine  originating 
from  validated  brucellosis-free  herds  need  not  be  tested  for  brucellosis. 

Sheep 

"All  sheep  entered  must  be  in  apparently  healthy  condition.  The  owner 
must  certify  that  they  are  from  premises  where  no  known  contagious  or 
infectious  disease  of  sheep  exists.  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  an  entry 
or  to  remove  same  after  entered  should  the  State  Veterinarian  find  the 
animal  affected  with  a  communicable  or  parasitic  disease." 

Exhibits  and  Exhibitors 

The  Fair  management  will  use  diligence  to  insure  the  safety  of  livestock 
entered  for  exhibition  or  display,  but  under  no  circumstances  will  it  be  re- 
sponsible for  loss,  injury,  theft  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  wind,  or  any 
other  agency,  to  such  livestock  on  exhibition  or  display. 

All  livestock  on  exhibition  must  be  cared  for  by  the  exhibitor  (except 
entires  in  Junior  Dairy  Cattle  show.)  All  stalls  and  pens  will  be  well  bedded 
by  the  Fair,  free  of  charge.  Thereafter,  exhibitors  will  be  required  to 
furnish  their  own  bedding.  Feed,  forage  and  straw  will  be  on  sale  at  the 
Fairgrounds  at  reasonable  prices. 

The  Fair  reserves  the  right  to  discriminate  against  both  excessive  obes- 
ity, which  cannot  be  a  profitable  condition  for  breeding  animals,  and  ex- 
cessive leanness,  in  which  condition  animals  are  unfit  for  exhibition. 
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No  barren  animals  will  be  eligible  in  breeding  classes.  An  affidavit  that 
an  animal  is  a  breeder  must  be  furnished  on  request. 

All  cattle  must  be  halter-broken.  No  dairy  bull  over  one  year  of  age  will 
be  allowed  on  the  grounds  without  a  ring  in  his  nose  and  must  not  be  led 
from  his  stall  except  by  a  staff,  rope  or  chain  attached  to  or  leading 
through  the  ring.  Boars  over  one  year  of  age  must  have  had  their  tusks 
removed. 

Exhibitors  must  keep  their  animals  uncovered  between  the  hours  of  9:00 
a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  each  day  of  the  Fair.  Premium  money  will  be  withheld 
from  exhibitors  violating  this  rule,  except  in  case  of  sickness  of  animals  or 
inclement  weather,  and  then  only  on  authorization  of  the  Superintendent. 

A  great  educational  feature  of  the  Fair  is  the  exhibitions  and  parades  of 
approved  livestock  by  breeds  and  ages.  Exhibitors  refusing  for  any  cause 
not  meeting  with  the  approval  of  the  management  to  lead  out  animals  for 
parade  will  not  only  forfeit  all  premiums  won,  but  will  be  barred  from 
further  participation  in  the  Fair,  and  will  be  required  to  remove  their 
stock  from  the  Fairgrounds  within  six  hours  after  such  refusal,  and  will 
forfeit  all  fees  paid. 

Misrepresentation  as  to  breeding  and  irregularity  in  showing  will  be 
exposed  and  any  premium  won  by  such  exhibitor  will  be  withheld.  Certifi- 
cates of  registration  must  be  shown  on  demand  of  the  Livestock  Superin- 
tendent. 

Any  artificial  means  of  removing  or  remedying  physical  defects  or  con- 
formation in  exhibition  animals,  such  as  lifting  or  filling  under  the  skin, 
will  be  considered  fraud  and  deception.  All  animals  giving  evidence  of  such 
treatment  will  be  barred  from  exhibition  at  this  Fair,  and  at  all  Fairs 
holding  membership  in  the  International  Association  of  Fairs  and  Expo- 
sitions. 

Exhibitors  must  keep  the  space  in  the  rear  of  their  stalls  or  pens,  and 
the  alleyways  in  the  exhibition  halls,  clear  and  clean.  All  litter  must  be 
thrown  where  directed  by  the  Superintendent  or  Directors. 

Animals  must  be  transported  to  and  from  the  Fairgrounds  at  the  expense 
of  the  exhibitor.  The  Fair  management  will  not  pay  any  charges  for  ex- 
press, freight  or  drayage.  To  avoid  switching  charges  and  delay,  rail 
shipments  should  be  billed  as  follows:  "For  Exhibit,  N.  C.  State  Fair, 
Camp  Polk,  N.  C.  c/o  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad."  Shipments  via  express 
or  motor  transport  should  be  addressed  to  the  exhibitor,  or  to:  Livestock 
Superintendent,  N.  C.   State  Fair,  Raleigh,  N.   C. 

Exhibitors  are  responsible  for  ascertaining  when  their  stock  will  be 
judged.  Animals  must  be  in  the  show  ring  promptly  after  being  called. 
Exhibitors  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule  may  have  their  animals  excluded 
from  competition. 

Judges  and  Awards 

NO  EXHIBITOR  MAY  RECEIVE  MORE  THAN  TWO  PREMIUM 
MONEYS  IN  ANY  ONE  CLASS.  However,  ribbons  will  be  awarded 
exactly  as  the  animals  are  placed  by  the  judge.  EXAMPLE:  An  exhibitor 
makes  three  entries  in  a  class,  and  his  animals  place  "First,"  "Second" 
and  "Third."  He  would  receive  only  the  first  and  second  premium  moneys, 
but  all  three  ribbons.   Then,  the  owner  of  the   animal  placing  "Fourth" 
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would  receive  the  third-place  premium  money  and  the  fourth-place  ribbon; 
and  so  on  down  the  line. 

The  decision  of  the  judges  will  be  final,  and  no  appeal  will  be  considered 
except  in  case  of  protest.  The  rules  of  the  International  Association  of 
Fairs  and  Expositions  govern  appeals  at  the  North  Carolina  State  Fair. 
Protests  must  be  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  General  Livestock  Super- 
intendent by  noon  of  the  day  following  the  award,  accompanied  by  a  protest 
fee  of  $5.00  which  will  be  retained  by  the  Fair  if  the  protest  is  not  sus- 
tained by  an  impartial  Protest  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Live- 
stock  Superintendent. 

No  unworthy  animal  will  be  awarded  a  premium.  Where  there  are  fewer 
animals  shown  in  the  class  than  the  number  of  premiums  offered,  the  judge 
may,  at  his  discretion,  award  a  prize  or  prizes  of  such  grade  as  the  animal 
or  animals  deserve. 

Where  there  is  only  one  entry  in  a  class,  second  premium  will  be  award- 
ed unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge  the  animal  is  sufficiently  meritorious 
as  to  justify  the  full  award  as  provided  for. 

Herdsmen's  Contests 

Special  prizes  will  be  awarded  in  contests  for  herdsmen,  shepherds  and 
caretakers  of  animals  in  all  livestock  departments.  All  herdsmen  will  auto- 
matically be  considered  entrants  and  no  special  entry  is  required. 

The  contests  will  start  Monday,  October  9,  at  noon  and  will  continue 
through  Saturday,  October  14,  at  4:00  p.m.  at  which  time  the  winners 
will  be  announced. 

The  following  premiums  will  be  awarded  in  each  livestock  department :

All  animals  over  six  months  of  age  must  be  registered  with  their  respec- 
tive breed  association  in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner,  except  that  in 
the  "Get-of-Sire"  and  "Produce  of  Dam"  classes  progeny  of  bull  or  cow 
may  be  shown  by  one  or  more  exhibitors.  Exhibitors  in  the  Junior  show 
must  have  owned  the  animal  prior  to  August  1,  1967. 

In  breeding  classes,  to  be  eligible  to  show,  all  cows  42  months  of  age  or 
older  must  have  produced  a  calf  carried  to  maturity  within  the  last  18 
months  prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair.  Every  bull  36  months  of  age 
or  older  must  have  had  dropped  to  his  service  during  the  last  12  months 
prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair  a  living  calf.  In  case  the  exhibitor, 
upon  demand  of  the  superintendent,  cannot  verify  by  affidavit  or  registra- 
tion certificate  the  facts  of  the  above  requirement,  the  animal  will  be  ex- 
cluded   from    competition. 

In  making  awards  in  the  breeding  classes,  the  judge  will  lay  much  stress 
on  the  evidence  of  superior  breeding  qualities.  When  animals  show  evidence 
of  being  "overdone"  (overloaded  with  flesh)  they  will  be  discriminated 
against  accordingly.

PUREBRED  DAIRY  CATTLE  ASSOCIATION 

Shoiv   Ring   Code   of   Ethics 

Believing  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  all  breeders  of  Registered  Cattle  to 
maintain  a  reputation  of  integrity  and  to  continue  to  present  a  whole- 
some and  progressive  image  in  the  show  ring,  the  Purebred  Dairy  Cattle 
Association  of  America  lists  herewith  those  practices  which  are  considered 
unacceptable  in  presenting  Registered  dairy  animals  in  the  show  ring.  The 
use  of  such  practices  or  procedures  is,  therefore,  considered  unethical  in  the 
showing  of  Registered  cattle. 

1.  Misrepresenting  the  age  of  the  animal  for  the  class  in  which  it  is 
shown. 

2.  Balancing  the  udder  by  any  abnormal  means  including  the  use  of  a 
mechanical  contrivance,  or  the  injection  of  fluid  or  drugs. 

3.  Setting  the  teats  and /or  occluding  (sealing  the  ends)  with  a  mechanical 
contrivance  or  with  the  use  of  a  chemical  preparation. 

4.  Treating  or  massaging  the  udder  or  its  attachments  with  an  irritant  or 
counter-irritant.  The  use  of  common  products  as  fly  spray,  ointment 
or  liniment  in   excess  to  the   extent  that   it   is   irritating   is   included 
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as  an  irritant  unless  required  to  reduce  edema  at  time  of  calving. 

5.  Treating  or  massaging  any  part  of  the  body  internally  or  externally 
with  an  irritant,  counter-irritant,  or  other  substance  to  temporarily 
straighten  a  weak  back  or  loin  or  to  produce  unnatural  animation. 

6.  Minimizing  the  effects  of  crampiness  by  feeding  or  injecting  drugs,  de- 
pressants or  applying  packs  or  using  any  artificial  contrivance  or 
therapeutic  treatment  excepting  normal  exercise. 

7.  -Blocking  the  nerves  to  the  foot  to  prevent  limping  by  injecting  drugs. 

8.  Striking  the  animal  to  cause  swelling  in  a  depressed  area. 

9.  Surgery  of  any  kind  performed  to  change  the  natural  contour  or  ap- 
pearance of  the  animal's  body,  hide,  or  hair.  Not  included  is  the  re- 
moval of  teats  and  horns,  clipping  of  hair  and  trimming  of  hooves. 

10.  Insertion  of  foreign  material  under  the  skin. 

11.  Changing  the  color  of  hair  at  any  point,  spot  or  area  on  the  animal's 
body  including  the  blackening  of  a  gray  spot. 

12.  The  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  the  feed  or  administered  as  a  drench. 

13.  Administration  of  a  drug  of  any  kind  or  description  internally  or  ex- 
ternally prior  to  entering  the  show  ring,  except  for  treating  a  recognized 
disease  or  injury  and  for  tranquilizing  bulls  two  years  old  and  over. 
For  the  purposes  of  these  rules,  the  term  "drug"  shall  mean — any  sub- 
stance, the  sale,  possession  or  use  of  which  is  controlled  by  license 
under  federal,  state  or  local  laws  or  regulations  and  any  substance 
commonly  used  by  the  medical  or  veterinary  professions  which  affect 
the  circulatory,  respiratory  or  central  nervous  system  of  a  cow. 

14.  Criticizing  or  interfering  with  the  judge  or  other  exhibitors  while 
in  the  ring. 

In  keeping  with  the  basic  philosophy  of  the  Association,  ethics  is  an  indi- 
vidual responsibility.  Violators  are  subject  to  the  disciplinary  provisions  of 
the  By-Laws  of  their  respective  Breed  Associations. 

Health   Regulations 

Health  regulations  of  the  Veterinary  Division  of  the  N.  C.  Department  of 
Agriculture  will  be  strictly  enforced.  BE  SURE  TO  READ  THESE  UN- 
DER "RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  LIVESTOCK  DIVISION" 
before  entering  or  competing  in  this  department. 

Every  precaution  should  be  taken  on  the  part  of  the  exhibitors  to  use 
individual  utensils  in  feeding  and  watering  cattle.  Common  water  troughs 
are  forbidden.  All  cars  and  trucks  used  for  transportation  of  cattle  to  the 
Fair  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  before  use.  Vehicles 
regularly  used  for  the  transportation  of  animals  are  considered  "exposed" 
premises  under  the  health  regulations  of  the  Veterinary  Division. 

MILKING  PARLOR 

A  modern  milking  parlor  with  trained  operators  is  available  for  exhib- 
itors with  lactating  cows.  This  facility,  initially  sponsored  and  constructed 
by  the  North  Carolina  Purebred  Dairy  Cattle  Association  and  the  N.  C. 
State  Fair,  is  an  outstanding  facility  for  presenting  to  the  milk  consuming 
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public  the  story  of  the  production  of  clean,  wholesome  milk.  The  impressions 
formed  by  people  are  very  important  in  their  decisions  to  drink  milk  and 
these  impressions  are  not  good  when  they  see  cows  milked  in  dirty  feed 
pails  in  the  barn.  Thus,  exhibitors  are  urged  and  expected  to  cooperate  in 
using  the  milking  parlor  during  the  fair.  If  exhibitor  does  not  use  the  milk- 
ing parlor,  then  cows  must  be  milked  with  machines  or  into  pails  approved 
by  Wake  County  Health  Department  officials.  The  parlor  will  be  in  opera- 
tion during  the  show  days  so  that  cows  can  be  milked  out  after  being 
shown.  The  net  returns  from  the  sale  of  milk  produced  in  the  parlor  is  used 
for  the  N.  C.  Purebred  Dairy  Cattle  Scholarship  in  Dairy  Husbandry.

Base  dates  for  computing  ages  of  dairy  cattle  are  July  1  and  January  1. 
BULL  CALF — Over  four  (4)  months,  dropped  after  June  30,  1966. 

JUNIOR  YEARLING  BULL— Dropped  between  January  1,  1966  and  June 

30,  1966 

SENIOR  YEARLING  BULL— Dropped  between  July  1,  1965  and  December 

31,  1965. 

TWO-YEAR-OLD  BULL— Dropped  between  July  1,  1964  and  June  30,  1965. 

BULL,  THREE  YEARS  AND  OVER— Dropped  before  July  1,  1964. 

JUNIOR  HEIFER  CALF— Dropped  between  January  1,  and  April  30,  1967. 

SENIOR  HEIFER  CALF— Dropped  between  July  1  and  December  31,  1966. 

JUNIOR  YEARLING  HEIFER— Dropped  between  Jan.  1  and  June  30, 
1966  (Yearling  females  in  milk  must  be  shown  as  2-year-olds). 

SENIOR  YEARLING  HEIFER— Dropped  between  July  1  and  Dec.  31, 
1965  (Yearling  females  in  milk  must  be  shown  as  2-year-olds). 

JUNIOR  GET-OF-SIRE— To  consist  of  four  (4)  animals,  under  2  years  of 
age,  none  of  which  have  freshened;  either  sex;  the  get  of  one  sire;  not 
more  than  one  (1)  to  be  bull;  sire  must  be  named;  each  exhibitor 
limited  to  one  entry  sired  by  the  same  bull. 

BEST  UDDER.- — The  judge  will  select  a  first  and  second  place  animal  to 
be  judged  on  udder  alone  from  each  of  the  four  following  milking 
classes.  All  cows  in  the  class  will  be  considered  and  no  entry  is  needed. 
If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  judge,  the  quality  of  the  udders  being  considered 
is  not  worthy  of  the  award,  then  no  award  will  be  made. 

HEIFER,  2  YEARS  OLD— Dropped  between  July  1,  1964  and  June  30, 
1964. 

COW,  3  YEARS  OLD— Dropped  between  July  1,  1963  and  June  30,  1964. 

COW,  4  YEARS  OLD— Dropped  between  July  1,  1962  and  June  30,  1963. 

COW,  5  YEARS  OLD  or  OVER— Dropped  before  July  1,  1962. 
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GROUP  CLASSES — Class  number  and  animal  exhibit.  Number  must  be 
worn  by  individual  exhibiting  animal  in  group  classes. 

DAIRY  HERD — To  consist  of  four  (4)  cows  that  have  freshened,  all  to  be 
owned  by  one  exhibitor;  each  exhibitor  limited  to  one  entry. 

BEST  THREE  FEMALES— Any  age;  all  bred  and  owned  by  exhibitor; 
each  exhibitor  limited  to  one  entry. 

GET-OF-SIRE  (Senior)— To  consist  of  four  (4)  animals;  either  sex;  the 
get  of  one  sire;  at  least  two  to  be  two  (2)  years  old  or  older;  not  more 
than  one  (1)  to  be  a  bull;  sire  to  be  named;  each  exhibitor  limited  to 
one  entry  sired  by  the  same  bull. 

PRODUCE  OF  DAM— To  consist  of  two  (2)  animals;  any  age;  either  sex; 
the  produce  of  one  cow;  the  dam  must  be  named;  each  exhibitor  limited 
to  one  entry  from  the  same  dam. 

PREMIER  EXHIBITOR— The  exhibitor  winning  the  most  money  on  not  to 
exceed  eight  animals,  no  more  than  two  bulls,  owned  and  exhibited  by 
himself  in  the  open  single  classes,  not  including  the  best  udder  cow 
class. 

PREMIER  BREEDER— The  breeder  of  not  to  exceed  eight  animals,  no 
more  than  two  bulls,  winning  the  most  money  in  open  single  classes, 
not  including  the  best  udder  cow  class  and  including  animals  bred  by 
him  but  exhibited  by  others. 

CHAMPIONS — "Senior"  designates  cattle  two  years  old  or  older;  "junior" 
under  2  years  of  age.  Only  first  place  winners  in  individual  classes  may 
compete  for  championships ;  only  Champion  winners  may  compete  for 
grand  championships. 

PRODUCTION  RECOGNITION— The  premium  will  be  increased  by  50% 
on  any  animal  showing  in  the  milking  cow  classes  which  has  completed 
a  305-day,  2X,  ME  record  of  550  pounds  fat  or  more.  A  completed  pro- 
duction entry  form  verified  by  a  county  agent  or  DHIA  supervisor  must 
be  submitted  to  the  superintendent  by  October  6,  1966  in  order  for 
entries  to  be  eligible  for  production  recognition.  These  forms  will  be 
mailed  to  the  exhibitor  upon  receipt  of  his  entry  blank  indicating  that  he 
has  qualifying  animals. 

STATE  HERD  CLASS  FOR  REGIONAL  HOLSTEIN  SHOW— Shall  con- 
sist of  8  animals  as  follows — one  bull  any  age;  two  females,  two  years 
old  or  over  (or  heifer  that  has  freshened);  three  females  under  two 
years  of  age  and  never  fresh,  two  other  females  any  age. 
Application  for  entry  must  be  made  on  a  standard  entry  form  by  an 
officer  of  the  state  breed  organization,  or  an  exhibitor  representing  the 
organization  prior  to  October  2,  1967. 

The  entry  must  name  the  person  or  persons  who  will  be  in  charge  of 
the  State  Herd  and  who  will  name  the  animals  that  will  constitute 
the  herd. 

The  following  other  requirements  must  be  met: 

(a)  The  8  animals  in  the  State  Herd  must  be  owned  by  not  less  than 
three  exhibitors  with  no  exhibitor  furnishing  more  than  3  animals 
and  all  animals  in  which  a  breeder  owns  a  partnership  interest 
will  be  counted  in  these  three. 
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(b)  Animals  comprising  a  State  Herd  must  be  owned  by  exhibitors 
whose  farms  are  located  within  the  state  and  whose  cattle  are 
tested  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  that  state. 

(c)  All  animals  from  a  herd  or  farm  regardless  of  ownership  shall 
be  counted  in  the  three  head  allowed  one  exhibitor. 

(d)  Cattle  owned  by  state  institutions  will  be  allowed  to  show  in 
the  State  Herd  Class,  but  all  institutions  in  a  state  will  be 
considered  one  exhibitor  and  allowed  to  show  not  more  than  3  head 
in  a  state  group. 

(e)  All  the  animals  must  be  headed  and  shown  in  the  open  individual 
class  under  their  respective  owners  name.  Consignors  to  state 
herds  must  conform  to  all  open  class  regulations.

Each  State  Herd  exhibited  will  receive  $100  direct  from  the  Holstein- 
Friesian  Association  of  America  and  $100  from  the  North  Carolina 
State  Fair.

Any  student  in  the  School  of  Agriculture  or  Vocational  Education  work- 
ing for  a  position  on  the  Collegiate  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  Team  will  be 
eligible  providing  he  has  at  least  a  2.5  quality  point  scholastic  average  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Fall  semester  at  which  time  the  award  is  to  be  made. 

The  award  will  be  made  to  the  student  who  has  taken  the  beginning 
course  in  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  (ANS  302.  Selecting  Dairy  and  Meat 
Animals)  and  the  advanced  course  in  Dairy  Cattle  Judging  (ANS  308 
Adv.  Selecting  Dairy  and  Meat  Animals),  has  attained  the  highest  grade 
average  in  both  placing  classes  of  cattle  and  in  giving  oral  reasons  on  the 
classes  during  the  semester  he  is  taking  the  advanced  course  (ANS  308). 

In  the  event  a  student  wishes  to  repeat  the  advanced  course  (ANS  308) 
an  official  audit  will  be  acceptable.  Whether  taking  the  course  for  the 
first  time  for  credit  or  as  an  official  audit,  a  student  must  attend  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  class  hours  to  place  a  minimum  of  90%  of  all  the  cattle 
classes.

2.  Cattle  must  be  owned  and  fed  by  exhibitor  at  least  for  90  days  before  show 
date.  Individual  and  carcass  steers  must  be  halter  broken  and  dehorned. 

3.  The  closing  date  for  entries  shall  be  Friday,  September  1,  1967.  Steers  must 
be  inspected  and  accepted  by  September  18,  1967.  Contact  your  county 
extension  chairman  for  details  on   inspection   and   acceptance. 

4.  Each  exhibitor  is  limited  to  two  entries  in  the  individual  classes;  two  in  pens  of 
three;  two  in  pens  of  five;  and  two  in  carcass  class.  Show  shall  be  limited 
to  two  hundred  head.  Steers  will  be  accepted  on  first  come  basis.

Except  in  cases  of  conflict,  in  which  event  the  following  rules  and  regula- 
tions will  prevail,  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Fair,  and  the 
General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Livestock  Division,  will  govern  this 
department.  BE  SURE  TO  READ  BOTH  BEFORE  ENTERING  OR 
COMPETING  IN  THIS  DEPARTMENT.  Some— but  not  all— are  repeated 
herewith  for  emphasis,  and  others  of  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations 
apply  only  to  this  department. 

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY!  The  right  is  reserved  and  will  be 
used  to  reject  entries  received  after  all  available  space  is  taken,  even 
though  this  time  occurs  before  date  of  closing  of  entries. 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry. 
One  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available 
upon  request.  Use  separate  forms  for  entries  in  other  departments.  Be 
sure  to  fill  in  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and  legibly.  Give 
your  rural  route  number,  post  office  box  number,  or  city  street  address,  and 
county,  and  zip  code. 

Indicate  on  the  form  the  total  number  of  animals  you  will  exhibit,  and  the 
number  of  pens  you  will  require.  For  entries  in  the  senior  classes,  payment 
of  a  $1.00  fee  for  each  pen  required  must  accompany  your  application.  No 
fee  is  required  for  entries  in  the  Junior  Show. 

List  the  class  number,  as  indicated  in  the  premium  list,  for  which  each 
entry  is  made.  Do  not  make  entries  in  the  championship  classes.  Indicate  if 
you  plan  to  make  entries  in  the  group  classes,  but  it  is  not  necessary  to 
name  the  animals  which  will  make  up  your  group  entries  at  the  time  of 
making  application;  these  classes  will  be  made  up  after  judging  of  the 
individual  classes. 

All  breeding  animals  must  be  registered  with  their  respective  breed 
associations  and  certificates  of  registration  must  be  presented  at  time  of 
show,  for  checking  as  to  earmarks. 
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All  animals  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner  who  must 
have  owned  the  animal  30  days  prior  to  the  closing  entry  date  of  October  1, 
1967.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

Except  in  cases  of  conflict,  in  which  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations 
will  prevail,  the  General  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Fair  will  govern 
this  department.  BE  SURE  TO  READ  THESE  IN  THE  FRONT  OF  THE 
BOOK  BEFORE  ENTERING  OR  COMPETING  IN  THIS  DEPARTMENT. 
Some — but  not  all — are  repeated  here  for  emphasis,  and  others  of  the  follow- 
ing Rules  and  Regulations  apply  only  to  this  department. 

MAKE  YOUR  ENTRIES  EARLY!  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entries 
received  after  all  available  space  is  taken. 

Official  printed  forms  must  be  used  in  making  applications  for  entry. 
One  will  be  found  in  the  back  of  this  book.  Additional  copies  are  available 
upon  request.  Use  separate  forms  for  entries  in  other  departments  of  the 
FAIR.  Be  sure  to  fill  out  the  application  form  completely,  accurately  and 
legibly.  Give  your  rural  route  number,  post  office  box  number,  or  city  street 
address. 

In  filling  out  the  form,  write  "Poultry"  or  the  department  letter  "P"  in  the 
first  column  headed:  "Dept."  In  the  next  column  headed:  "Class  No."  write 
the  letter  "A"  if  your  bird  is  entered  in  the  "Production  Show,"  the  letter 
"B"  if  entered  in  the  regular  classification,  and  the  letter  "C"  if  entered  in 
the  "Miscellaneous"  Classification,  etc.  In  the  third  column,  headed  "Pre- 
mium List  No."  write  in  the  number  shown  for  the  sex  and  age  of  the 
breed  and  variety  you  are  exhibiting.  For  instance,  if  you  were  entering  a 
S.  C.  Production  Red  pullet  in  the  Production  Show,  you  would  enter  the 
number  "4"  as  indicated  in  the  premium  list  under  the  column  headed 
"Premium  List  No." 

In  the  wide  column  headed  "Description  of  Article"  write  the  breed  and 
variety  of  your  bird  exactly  as  they  appear  in  the  premium  list.  Next  enter 
age  and  sex  (Cock,  Hen,  Cockerel  or  Pullet).  In  the  column  headed:  "Leg 
Band  No."  BE  SURE  TO  LIST  THIS  EXACTLY  AS  THE  BIRD  WILL  BE 
BANDED  WHEN  SHIPPED  OR  BROUGHT  TO  THE  FAIR.  Important: 
LIST  ONLY  ONE  BIRD  ON  EACH  LINE  OF  THE  APPLICATION  FORM. 
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A  coop  fee  of  25c  for  each  bird  to  be  exhibited  MUST  ACCOMPANY 
YOUR  APPLICATION  FORM.  Space  cannot  be  reserved  until  receipt  of 
this  coop  fee,  and,  remember:  The  right  is  reserved  to  reject  entries  after 
all  available  space  is  taken. 

All  birds  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the  bona  fide  owner,  who  must 
have  owned  the  birds  for  at  least  60  days  before  the  closing  date  for  entries 
(Sept.  23,  1967).  No  carload  or  professional  string-man  exhibit  will  be 
allowed  to  compete,  except  those  who  are  owners  and  breeders  of  the  birds 
they  exhibit,  and  maintain  a  breeding  establishment  sufficient  to  raise  the 
birds  so  exhibited. 

Fowl  may  be  shipped  or  brought  to  the  Fairgrounds.  Shipments  MUST 
BE  PREPAID  and  should  be  addressed  to:  POULTRY  DEPARTMENT, 
N.  C.  STATE  FAIR,  RALEIGH,  N.  C.  Each  shipping  coop  should  be  plainly 
marked  with:  (1)  The  name  and  return  address  of  the  owner;  (2)  the  breed, 
variety  and  number  of  birds  in  each  coop;  (3)  the  leg  band  number  of  each 
bird  in  the  coop  (WHICH  MUST  CORRESPOND  WITH  THE  NUMBERS 
LISTED  ON  THE  ENTRY  FORM). 

Shipping  instructions  for  return  of  birds  to  owner,  or  re-shipment,  should 
be  given  on  the  entry  form  and/or  in  a  separate  letter  to:  Director,  Poultry 
Department,  N.  C.  State  Fair,  P.  O.  Box  5565,  Raleigh.  Return  shipments, 
or  re-shipments  will  be  made  with  transportation  charges  COLLECT. 
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All  birds  are  entered  at  the  risk  of  the  owner,  and  the  State  Fair  manage- 
ment will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage,  but  will  exercise  all 
possible  vigilance  in  the  care  of  exhibits.  No  one  will  be  allowed  to  handle 
fowl  on  display  except  the  owners  and  officials  of  the  show,  without  per- 
mission of  the  directors.  The  right  is  reserved  to  coop  two  or  more  birds  of 
the  same  variety,  and  belonging  to  the  same  person,  together  if  absolutely 
necessary.    In  no  case  will  two  male  birds  be  placed  in  the  same  coop. 

The  American  Standard  of  Perfection  (revised  edition)  will  be  the  guide 
of  the  judges  in  awarding  premiums.  The  premiums  will  be  paid  only  on 
standard  varieties  listed  in  this  catalog,  and  then  only  to  worthy  specimens. 
To  win  first  premium,  a  bird  must  score  at  least  88  points;  for  second  pre- 
mium, 87  points.  For  less  than  87  points,  third  and  fourth  prizes  will  be 
awarded. 

The  decision  of  the  judges  will  be  final.  Protest  will  be  entertained  only 
when  addressed  to  the  Division  Director  of  the  Division  III  by  noon  of 
the  day  following  the  award,  and  then  only  when  accompanied  by  a  protest 
fee  of  $5.00.  Bases  for  Protests:  (1)  Placing  a  disqualified  bird;  (2)  Fraud; 
and  (3)  Clerical  error.  This  fee  will  be  forfeited  unless  protest  is  sustained 
by  a  majority  of  the  judging  staff  and  officials  of  the  show. 

After  the  judging,  the  management  will  endeavor  to  place  on  the  coops 
any  advertising  material  supplied  by  the  exhibitor  for  his  coop.

HEALTH   REGULATIONS 

The  health  regulations  of  the  Veterinary  Division  of  the  N.  C.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  will  be  enforced.    They  are: 

"All  poultry  exhibited  at  the  North  Carolina  State  Fair  shall  have  been 
owned  by  the  exhibitor  for  sixty  (60)  days  or  more.  Exhibitors  will  execute 
the  'Poultry  Exhibitor  Certificate'  in  the  back  of  this  book,  certifying  that 
the  birds  are  free  from  symptoms  of  infectious  or  communicable  diseases. 

"Birds  exhibited  shall  be  vaccinated  with  the  killed  virus  or  Bi  live 
virus  Newcastle  vaccine.  The  killed  virus  Newcastle  vaccine  shall  have  been 
administered  no  less  than  twenty  one  (21)  days  nor  more  than  six  (6) 
months  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair.  The  Bi  live  virus  Newcastle  vac- 
cine shall  have  been  administered  no  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more 
than  six  (6)  months  before  the  opening  date  of  the  Fair. 

"All  birds  will  be  presented  for  examination  before  being  placed  in  the 
show.  The  Show  Veterinarian  will  not  accept  birds  infected  with  or  showing 
any  clinical  symptoms  of  an  infectious  or  communicable  disease.  Birds  de- 
veloping symptoms  of  infectious  or  communicable  diseases  during  the  show 
will  be  placed  in  isolation. 

Coops  used  in  transporting  live  birds  to  the  Fair  shall  not  be  allowed 
inside  the  exhibit  building  until  4:00  P.M.  or  after  on  Saturday.  (Closing 
Day)

Cock:    Male  bird,  one  year  old  or  over. 
Hen:    Female  bird,  one  year  old  or  over.

This  show  is  sanctioned  and  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  North  Caro- 
lina Rabbit  Breeders  Association.  However,  membership  in  or  registration 
of  animals  with  the  North  Carolina  or  American  associations  is  not  required 
to  enter  or  compete. 

Entries

The  Fair  management  will  use  diligence  to  insure  the  safety  of  stock,  and 
will  have  qualified  attendants  on  duty  day  and  night  to  feed,  water,  and  care 
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for  the  animals,  but  under  no  circumstances  will  it  be  responsible  for  loss, 
injury,  theft,  or  damage  by  fire,  lightning,  wind,  or  any  other  cause. 

Stock  arriving  sick,  or  becoming  ill  at  the  show,  will  be  removed  and  placed 
under  the  care  of  a  veterinarian. 

Shipments  of  stock  must  be  prepaid.  The  Fair  management  will  not  be 
responsible  for  any  shipping,  drayage  or  other  transportation  charges  to  the 
Fair.

Positive  evidence  of  spoilage. 

Birds  from  which  the  entrails  are  not  removed;  however,  necks  and 
giblets  may  be  inserted  in  the  carcass  of  dressed  and  drawn,  eviscerated  or 
table-ready  birds.  Any  attempt  to  make  the  breast  appear  fuller  and  meatier 
than  it  actually  is  will  be  cause  for  disqualification. 

Carcass  not  grading  U.  S.  Grade  "A"  or  better. 


SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  U.  S.  GRADE  A 

(a)  Must  be  dry-packed  or  semi-scalded. 

(b)  Keel   bones  straight;  slight  curves  and  dents  permitted  if  not  over 
hi  inch. 

(c)  No  serious  physical  deformities. 

(d)  No  broken  wings  or  legs. 

(e)  No  torn  skin,  except  slight  tears  on  back. 

(f)  No  skin  or  flesh  bruises,  abrasions,  discolorations,  dirt,  or  blood; 
except  slight  in  extent. 

(g)  Well  fleshed  on  breast,  entire  carcass  well  covered  with  fat. 

(h)   Well  bled,  practically   free   of  pinfeathers   and   "ink,"  especially 

over  the  breast, 
(i)   Young  males,  no  more  than  slightly  pouchy.

Designed  to  promote  interest  among  young  Tar  Heels  in  the  skilled  con- 
struction trades,  the  Apprentice  Bricklaying  Contest  has  become  a  popular 
annual  event  at  the  State  Fair  since  the  first  such  competition  was  held  in 
1954.  About  30  apprentices  usually  match  their  skills  in  the  contest,  accord- 
ing to  the  records  of  the  last  few  years. 

The  bricklaying  contest  dramatizes  a  program  which  the  State  has  spon- 
sored through  the  past  two  decades  since  the  Apprenticeship  law  was 
enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1939.  Offering  young  people  of  the 
State  an  opportunity  to  acquire  skill  and  proficiency  in  any  of  the  skilled 
trades,  the  Apprenticeship  Program  has  turned  out  thousands  of  skilled 
workmen.  At  present,  approximately  3,000  young  people  are  receiving 
apprenticeship  training  on  the  job  under  direction  of  journeymen,  supple- 
mented by  related  classroom  instruction.  The  apprentice  "earns  while  he 
learns."

NATIVE  WILDLIFE 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 
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Russian  wild  boar,  raccoon,  snakes,  fish  and  other  wild  animals  of  North 
Carolina  will  be  on  exhibit  at  the  1967  State  Fair. 

Prepared  by  the  Wildlife  Resources  Commission. 
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From  Manteo  to  Murphy,  North  Carolina  has  a  rich  and  varied  wildlife 
heritage.  Many  excitingly  different  fish  and  animals  find  suitable  habitat 
from  the  near  arctic  climate  of  some  of  the  western  mountain  regions  to 
the  semi-tropical  atmosphere  of  our  Outer  Banks. 

A  visitor  from  Europe,  the  Russian  wild  boar,  has  found  a  home  in  the 
rugged,  montain  wilderness  areas  of  several  western  counties.  Hooper's 
Bald,  a  high  peak  in  Graham  County,  was  the  site  of  the  introduction  of 
wild  boar  between  1910-1912  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  establish  a 
game  preserve  similar  to  those  in  Europe. 

This  original  stocking  of  wild  boar  survived  and  increased  in  number  and 
extended  its  range  to  several  other  counties.  The  wild  boar  feeds  on  almost 
anything  edible  ranging  from  nuts  to  rattlesnakes.  Its  primary  value  is  its 
function  as  a  big  game  animal.  The  rugged  terrain  over  which  the  wild 
boar  is  hunted  requires  great  stamina  in  dog  and  hunter.  Hunters  and 
dogs  learn  quickly  that  the  Russian  will  boar  is  not  to  be  taken  lightly. 

The  balance  of  nature  requires  many  forms  of  plant  and  animal  life  that 
play  vital  roles  in  the  world  around  us.  The  world  of  plants  is  of  great 
significance  to  the  animal  world.  The  quality  and  quantity  of  plant  life  in 
the  habitat,  and  the  associated  influence  upon  soil  and  water,  can  be  the 
factors  that  determine  which  wildlife  species  can  live  there.  This  may  be 
true  of  truot  in  a  mountain  stream  or  wood  ducks  in  an  eastern  swamp. 

Quail,  rabbits,  squirrels,  raccoon  and  opossums  range  the  entire  state, 
but  their  numbers  will  depend  upon  the  availability  of  good  habitat.  Deer 
and  wild  turkey  are  largely  dependent  upon  extensive  hardwood  forests  for 
food  and  shelter.  Bear  are  primarily  found  in  the  swamps  of  the  east  and 
the  mountain  wilderness  areas  of  the  west. 

The  beautiful  wood  duck  nests  in  the  eastern  two-thirds  of  the  state, 
but  is  most  abundant  in  the  tupelo-cypress  swamps  of  the  east. 

North  Carolina  waters  offer  a  wide  variety  of  fish  with  the  type  and 
abundance  dependent  upon  water  quality.  Large  coastal  river  feature  fabu- 
lous runs  of  striped  bass,  shad  and  herring.  The  eastern  streams  and 
swamps  contain  redbreast  sunfish,  pickerel,  and  crappie.  Ponds  of  the 
central  and  piedmont  area  are  well  suited  to  bluegill  and  largemouth  bass. 
The  mountain  lakes  offer  white  bass,  walleyes,  smallmouth  bass  and  rain- 
bow trout. 

Rodents,  reptiles  and  insects  do  not  attract  a  large  following  of  admirers, 
as  do  some  of  the  game  species.  But  they  perform  a  vital  function,  either 
as  part  of  a  food  chain  or  in  the  control  of  plants  or  animals  that  might 
otherwise  become  too  numerous  and  create  serious  problems. 

Snakes,  for  example,  are  the  object  of  much  fear  and  superstition.  But 
they  are  important  in  controlling  rodents  and  other  pests.  They  serve  as 
food  for  other  animals,  and  even  have  a  built-in  control  system  since  some 
snakes  eat  other  snakes.  Even  poisonous  snakes  are  relatively  harmless 
to  humans  in  terms  of  mortality,  but  all  snakes  should  be  treated  with  the 
proper  respect. 

Our  present  wildlife  heritage  is  the  result  of  protection,  management 
and  education.  A  continuing  program  of  wildlife  conservation  with  support 
from  a  concerned  an  elightened  public  will  protect  this  valuable  resource 
for  the  enjoyment  of  future  generations.
